Permanent Farm Improvements. 


From nearly all counties in the State, we 
have intelligence that the officers of the sever- 
al agricultural societies are moving with spirit 
in the matter of carrying out the requirements 
of the State Board of Agriculture, respec ting 
permanent farm improvements extending over 
a series of years. The announcement ef 
seme of these have been made in our colamns; 
others have doubtless been made through the 
the local press and escaped our notice. We 
find however, in the Eastport Sentinel the 
schedule of the Washington county society 
which embraces four classes of improvements, 
viz: Ist, buildings and fences; 2d, orchards 
and shade trees; 3d, tillage. underdraining and 
manures; and 4th, reclaiming waste lands, 
renovating impoverished land, or re-seeding 
grass lands damaged by drouth and grasshop- 
pers. Entries for these premiums are to be 
made with the Secretary, Mr. Leonard Fisher, 
Charlotte, on or before the 15th inst. The 
first examination by the committee to be made 
in the summer of 1872, and the final examina- 
tion before the third Wednesday of Nov. 1874. 
This schedule gives a wide section for the 
farmer, and the course is perhaps as wise, upon 
the whole, as to confine them to one definite 
plan; and perhaps, also, the results will be as 
satisfastory. Our forms were so nearly made 
up last week, when the communication relat- 
ing to the Cumberland county premiums came 
to hand, that it was impossible to give ita 
place. We publish the points upon which in- 
formation is required by parties entering for 
the premiums, in our present number, and 
hope they may be suggestive of individaal ex- 
periment or at least of individual response 
through our columns for the benefit of our 
readers. Parties intending to compete for the 
premiums offered, should make application to 
the Secretary, prior to the Ist day of July, in 
order to give the committee an opportunity to 
make the necessary examinations. We most 
sincerely hope so liberal premiums wad stimu- 
late farmers to make a vigorous effurt in the 
direction thit is now most needed—a perma- 
nent increase in the value of their farms, so 
that they will give adequate returns for the 
labor spent in improvements. 

It is an interesting matter to study the dif- 
ferent objects for which premiums have been 


The Maine Messengers. 


We publish in this issue an important con- 
tribution to the history of the horses of Maine, 
in a record of the descendants of old Winthrop 
or Maine Messenger, together with a descrip- 
tion and history ot each horse so far as can be 
ascertained. 

Heretofore but little attention has been giv- 
en to recording or preserving the names, per- 
formances or histery of our Maine horses. 
For years our State has been giving to the 
country some of its most celebrated horses and 
some of its fastest trotters—and but little has 
been known of their history or antecedants. 
A brief sketch of Winthrop Messenger was 
published in 1855 by the late Dr. Holmes, 
whieh was extended and corrected by the pres- 
ent writer and included in his Survey of Ken- 
nebee County, published in 1867. Beyond 
this, little has been attempted towards a histo- 
ry of Maine horses, aside from occasional arti- 
cles in our own and other journals, which may 
have been regarded somewhat in the light of 
advertisements for certain horses. The com- 
pilation of this list of the descendants of Old 
Winthrop, was undertaken, merely as a labor 
of love, in the interest of true breeding—by 
Gen. W.S. Tilton, Governor of the Eastera 
Branch of the U.S. Military Asylum near 
this city; a gemtleman who has a love fora 
good horse, who is himself a careful breeder, 
and one ef our most intelligent and enthusias- 
tic advocates of improved stock. The list has 
been compiled only after great labor and re- 
search, chiefly from the oral testimony of gen- 
tlemen best qualified to give the necessary in- 
formation; and notwithstanding the great 
amount of labor in the form of correspondence 
with parties in all parts of the State, and eyen 
out of the State, arranging, rewriting and cor- 
recting the lists and descriptions involved in 
its preparation, it still goes out to the public 
in an imperfect condition. And while many 
will doubtless wonder that the list is not more 
eomplete, a few will wonder that it is so full 
and perfect as itis. Anditis published in 
its present incomplete form, in order that its 
publication may lead to its being corrected and 
extended for future use, in a more permanent 
and accessible form. The list comprises the 
names of thirty-two horses direct descendants 
of Old Winthrop, with the names of twenty- 
two horses containing Messenger blood on the 
side of the dam. There are without doubt 
many horses of Messenger descent in our State, 
not included in the list, and if our readers or 
correspondents know of such they will confer a 
favor by forwarding the information to us or 
to Gen. Tilton. 

Much eonfusion and annoyanee in trac- 
ing the pedigrees of certain horses, has 
arisen from the different names borne by the 





offered in the several counties, and while this 
wide range of subjects presented for improve- 
ments upon farms, indicates the wants and 
needs of the several sections, and to an extent 
the defects in the present farm managemcnt— 
it is also a pretty sure indication that at the 
end of the three years over which these pre- 
miums continue in force, a very different con- 
dition of agriculture, farm management and 
farm profits generally, will be in force. And 
not only will those who compete for the prizes 
offered be directly benefited--whether they 
obtain the premiums or not—but the influ- 
ence that will go.out from those who do com- 
pete to others in their neighberhoods who do 
not compete, will be such that others will feel 
compelled to farm better and make some im- 
provements to keep even with their neighbors, 
and so the goed work will go on through the 
years tocome. We certainly regard this ad- 
visory instruction of the Board as one of the 
Surest steps to a better system of farming in 
Maine that has ever been taken.

Answers to Inquiries. 
The Proportions for Compost. 

(Old Subscriber.) It is not necessary to 
proportion the materials for compost with 
mathematical accuracy. Mack being the base, 
we should say te half a eord of muck add six 
bushels of leached aghes and one buzhel of 
slacked lime. In the water with which you 
slack the lime dissolve half a bushel of salt 
before using it for this purpose. Then, in 
making the compost, put up the ingredients 
in layers, and after it has gemained two months 
shovel it over in order to thoroughly incorpor- 


ate the particles, and let iie until wanted for 
use. 


Remedy for Cakead Udder. 

(G.T.) Inthe case you mention, the in- 
flammation of the udder has probably from its 
long standing, assumed an acute or chronic 
character. This being the case, it may be 
necessary to apply warm poultices to hasten 
the suppuration and after it has discharged suf- 
ficiently heal as for a common sore by using 
an ointment of one drachm carbonate of zinc 
and one ounce hog’s lard, mixed.

same horses in different localities. A horse 
kept in one place for a few years and known 
as the Smith horse, is sold and goes into an- 
other part of the State, and takes the name of 
the Jones horse. When sold again, it may be 
in a few years, he takes the name of his new 
owner, and is known as the Robinson horse. 
And the frequent trouble in consequence of 
this changing of names has suggested the plan 
of giving every horse a definite name, of hay- 
ing that name recorded, and of never allowing 
it to be changed. To redeem somewhat, the 
errors of the past in this particular, and to 
make the work of compiling the present histo- 
ry of Maine horses an easy task, comparative- 
ly, for future historians, we propose that breed- 
ers who know they are breeding from approved 
and promising strains of blood, record the 
births of colts and names claimed. Thus the 
publication of this Messenger memoir may lead 
to the putting in practice of this plan—a plan 
we deew of very great importance to Maine 
horse breeders. ‘Vo aid in furthering this ob- 
ject, we will allow them to insert names, and 
pedigrees of reasonable leagth, in the Maine 
Farmer, free of expense, only making one con- 
dition imperative, that is, that no name in use 
shall be applied toa new horse. And we in- 
vite all interested in this matter, and all inter- 
ested in correct breeding to forward us such 
information for publication. If the numbers 
and interest warrants, a special department 
will be set aside for this purpose. 

We deem this memoir one of the most im- 
important contributions towards the agricul- 
tural history of our State that has ever been 
published; and desire, in behalf ef the com- 
pilers, to express earnest thanks to the several 
gentlemen who have assisted in furnishing in- 
formation for the same.

Op Winturopr, sometimescalled Marns Mzs- 
SENGER, was bought in Paris, Oneida county, 
New York, by Alvin Hayward of Winthrop, 
Maine, and brought to that town in 1816. ile 
was the first Messeager horse ever brought to 
Maine. He was got by imp. Messenger, dam un- 
known. Fealed 18—. His color wasgray. Hay- 
ward owned him some ten or twelve years, when 
he sold him to George W. Stanley of Winthrop, 
now of Augusta, who kept him for stock pur-

Stanley sold him to John M. Eustis of Dix- 


died in Anson, Somerset county, in 1833 or 
1834. He stood in various parts of the State, 
chiefly in the towns of Winthrop, Dixfield, 
Skowhegan, ete. When in good flesh he 
weighed 1325 pounds; in ordinary flesh 1300 
pounds. 
Messencer (Palmer’s) sometimes erroneous- 
ly called Bush Messenger, Ist, dap. gr. h; 
foaled 182-; got by old Winthrop Messerger; 
dam, a common sized black mare, pedigree 
unknown. Bred by Benj. Palmer of Read- 
field, and never passed out of his hands. 
ied whem seven years old. Was kicked 
and had his thigh broken, which was the 
cause of his death. 
Wirnerett Horse. Foaled June, 1834. 
Bred by Rev. Samuel B. Witherell of Nor- 
ridgewock. Got by old Winthrop Messenger, 
the last year of his service in Anson, Somer- 
set coznty. He was owned by Mr. Witherell 
until the tail of 1844, when he was sold to 8. 
T. Longley, who sold him the same fall to Mr. 
Russell ot Skowhegan for the sum of $125. 
How long Mr. Russell owned him is not known, 
but during the time he was gwned by him and 
kept at Skowhegan, his colts were much sought 
by horsemen from out of the State. The horse 
next passed into the hands of Joshua Young, 
of Mercer, who kept him until he (Young) 
died. He was then purchased by Mr. Faucett of 
Industry, Franklin county, where he died. 
His color was sorrel, with light mane and tail; 
weight from 1000 to 1100 pounds. The dam 
of Witherell was raised and owned by Mr. 
Witherell, was light sorrel, and was called the 
‘young mare,”’ to distinguish her from her 
mother, who was known as the ‘‘old W/itherell 
mare.’’ Witherell stood for service in Nor- 
ridgewock, Skowhegan, Solon, Madison, Corn- 
ville, Athens, Fairfield, Smithfield, Mercer, 
Starks, Farmington, Industry, and other towns 
in Somerset and Franklin counties. He was 
considered a good and fast roadster, but noth- 
ing more, and was not considered much of a 
horse until parchased by Mr. Russell of Skow- 
hegan, when the horse was ten years’ old. At 
what age he died is not known, but he lived, 
robably to be 28 or 30 years old. He was a 
Kind animal in the harness, but was eften 
vicious and hard to manage when out of har- 
ness.

Got by old Winthrop Messenger; dam unknown. 
Bred by —— Moody, ef Camden. Sold to M. 
H. Delano of Canton, who sold him toa party 
in Boston, Mass.

Messencer (Ballard's or Stone’s), g. h. 
Foaled 1828; got by old Winthrop Messenger; 
dam, an English blooded gray mare, brought 
by Jabez Leadbetter from the Province of New 
Brunswick into Maine. Bred by Fate Ballard 
ef Augusta, who sold him to Henry Stone of 
Anson. Remained in his possession some six- 
teen or eighteen years, when he was sold to 
Tufton Simpson of Winslow, and became known 
as the Simpson Horse. 

Messenoer (Quimby’s); foaled 183-; got by 
Old Winthrop Messenger; dam, bay mare, 
eg unknown. Bred by John age of 

reene, who never parted with him. Died 
when young, but left some stoek. 

Hicxory,g. h. Foaled in 1822; got by Old

Messencer (Kennebec), dap. gr. h., better 
known as Blake Horse; foaled 1845; got by 
Bush Messenger 2d; dam an English sorrel 
mare, which, it is said, was driven from Hal- 
lowell to Oldtown, distance 83 miles, and back 
again in twenty-four hours. Bred by Louis H. 
Blake of Mt. Vernon, who sold him to Geo. 
M. Robinson of Augusta, when he was five 
years old. Mr. Robinson kept him two years 
when he took him to the First National Horse 
Fair at Springfield, Mass., where he sold him 
to parffes in Baltimore, Md. From thence he 
was taken to New Orleans, La., where he 
trotted in the thirties. 

MessENGeR horse, got by Bush Messenger 
2d, in 1847. Bred by Edward Hills of Thom- 
aston. 

Bus Messencer, 3d, g. h. Foaled 1858; 
t by Bush Messenger 2d, dam a half-bred 
from New Brunswick. The last of his get be- 
fore leaving Maine to go West. Bred by Wm. 
Rollins of Pittston. 

Joun B. Dunton, dark stone grey stallion 
Foaled 184-; got ly Bush Messenger; dam by 
Gile horse by Duroc.* Owned by Hiram 
Reed ef Augusta, who had him gelded, and 
then sold him to parties in Boston. 

Bioomer Horse. Foaled 184-; got by Pal- 
mer Horse; dam unknown. Bred by Taber 
Lyon ef Manchester. After being gelded, he 
was sold to Hiram Reed of Augusta, who sold 
him to Charles Cooper of Bangor. 

Dr. Paxton, br. h. Got by old Drew horse; 
dam, the Turner mare, a descendant of old 
Winthrop Messenger; grand dam a Morgan 
Messenger. Owned by N. H. Spaulding of 
China. 

Homan Horse, g. s. Foaled 183-; got by 
Ballard or Stone horse; dam, a Morgan mare 
brought from Vermont. Bred by John Ho- 
mar of Vassalboro’, who sold him to Joseph 
Freeman of Waterville, who gelded him, and 
then sold him to Samuel Johnson of Hallowell, 
when he was taken to Boston. He got some 
excellent roadsters. He was a very powerful 
horse, and his road gait was fifteen miles an 


hour. 

Foss Horse, g. h. Foaled 1840; got by 
Stone horse, dam unknown. Raised by Mr. 
Moulton of Wayne, and sold to F. Foss. ‘‘Af- 
terwards,”’ says Mr. W. Beal of Winthrop, a 
high authority, ‘sold to Mr. Allen of Skow- 
hegan I think, and known as the Allen horse.”’

Grn. Hancock, bl. g. h. Fealed 1861; got 
by Dirigo, he by Ola Drew, and out of Mes- 
senger mare by Bush Messenger. Bred by 
Ivory.Grant of Bucksport. Trotted half mile 
in 1567, in 1.19.

Zacuary Taytor, s. g. Foaled 184-; got 
by Quimby horse; dam unknown. Bred by 

Dr. Safford of Litchfield, who sold him to 
Benj. Hodges of Hallowell, for $900, who 
took him to Boston and sold him to Robert 
Walton of that city. He is sometimes known 
as General Taylor. He trotted a tPhiladelphia in 
1848, under the saddle in 2.31, beating Gray 
Eagle; and in 1850, 51, ‘52 and °56 trotted 
eleven races, beating such horses as Lady Suf- 
folk, Tacony, Munroe and Belle Creole. In 
1852 he trotted seven races winning every one. 

He was one of the most noted trotters that ever 
went from Maine. 

Prince Massencer, better known as Guild 
Horse; got by a Vermont Morgan horse; dam 
a Messenger and Arabian mare, owned by Lau- 

riston Guild of Sidney. Bred by William 

Brown of Waterville, and sold to Samuel Guild 
of Augusta. 

Sacapanoc, b. h. Foaled 1863; got by Gen. 

Knox; dama Messenger mare. Bred by James 
Sampson of Bowdoinham. 

Auten Horse, dap. gr.s. Got by Hunton 
Horse (?); dam unknown. Bred by Lewis 
Allen ot Norridgewock; and owned by him 
seven or eight years, when he sold him to par- 
ties unknown. [Mr. 8S. B. Witherell of South 
Norridgewock, an intelligent gentleman who 
has followed the business of a blacksmith for 
over forty years in that town writes: ‘‘The 
Lewis Allen horse was said to be sired by 

oung Winthrop Messenger, raised and kept 
in or near Winthrop till Allen bought him. 
He weighed about 1200 pounds, and was sold 
I am not aware that the 
sire of the Allen horse was ever known as the 
Foss or Hunton horse. I never knew him

Communications. 
For the Maine Farmer, 
Use of Phosphate--Composting Night 








I was gratified to notice in the Farmer of 
the 25th of May, an editorial article showing 
the frauds which farmers have suffered by pur- 
chasing commercial fertilizers. I have used 
them, more or less, ever since they were first 
introduced, am satisfied that three-fourths I 
have invested for phosphates has been thrown 
away. Ihave tried many experiments with 
it, and the only benefit I have noticed is, that, 
sometimes where it is used, the seed comes up 
sooner and the plant looks more thrifty for a 
few weeks, but I could never find any larger 
yield in the rows or drills, where it was used 
at harvesting. One of our best farmers, who 
had used it for some years, and as agent for a 
a manufacturer, had solda large quantity, hay- 
ing sold his farm and relinquished his agency, 
was asked by a young farmer how much phos- 

hate he should apply to an acre on which he 
intended to sow oats. His reply was ‘‘Cover 
the land three inches deep and harrow it in, 
and you may harvesta faircrop.”’ That would 
be upwards of eighty-five cords toan acre, 
costing about $4260. One of the best and 
cheapest fertilizers to be had is night soil; and 
farmers residing near villages or cities can ob- 
tain it in large quantities. Compost it with 
swamp mud, about two-thirds mud and one- 
third night soil, in alternate layers; le: it 
stand over one season, and applied toany kinds 
of crops, except roots, and even to those when 
intended for stock, and the yield will-be found 
larger than that produced by an equal amount 
of barn dressing. The muck, in a few months 
deoderizes the night soil so that in applying it 
to the land it is not offensive in tne least. A 
short time since, one of our farmers remarked 
that ‘‘there was but one farmer in Brunswick 
who had become wealthy by farming alone, and 
that he had made himself so by using large 
quantities of night soil on his grass land and 
cabbage field.”” We have quite a number of 
wealthy farmers, but most of them have ac- 
cumulated their property by other means than 
farming. There are always men to be found 
in the villages who will get out night soil in 
the winter and deliver it on the farms fora 
reasonable compensation.

Our County Roads. 


It has occurred to me that a digest from the 
essay of Mr. Stetson of Lewiston, (beginning 
on page 223 of the Agricultural Report of 
1870,) upon the subjects of roads, their con- 
struction, maintenance and value, published in 
pamphlets and put in the hands of the road 
surveyors through the State, would be of in- 
calculable benefit. The Agricaltural Reports 
go into the hands of comparatively few, and 
no such benefit comes from them as should 
come and would come, if about ten times the 
present number vere published. The roads 
in the country this spring are in wretched cen- 
dition; miles and miles of them with ponds of 
water on either side, and often times as high 
as the top of the road, when five per cent. of 
the highway money would drain them perfect- 
ly, and would be worth more than the whole 
as usually expended. Cannot something be 
done in the premises immediately ? Would not 
the State pay the expense? The nearer we 
can get to the people ina practical, common 
sense way, the more popular we become; and 
whatever suggests an improvement in the right 
direction ought to have more publicity than 
the Agricultural Report and the press ordin- 
arily give to it. I think this one ting would 
strengthen the Board of Agriculture more than 
any other one thing that has beea done in the 
last ten years.

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For the Maine Farmer, 
Another Way to get an Orchard. 


No. 24, present volume, was truly an orch- 
ard ae, Three valuxble x meee pat in an 
appearance from men who s from ‘‘experi- 
onze rish and rare,’’ and ‘he speak to the 
point. They tell us to get goed trees, set them 
carefully in rich soil, fence them stoutly about 
and take care of them. All very good and 
proper, and against which we shall take no ex- 
ceptions. N.C. L. hits the mark squarely 
when he tells us the first preparatory step is 
to build a good fence about our ceed site 
first; this is one great secret of success. How 
many trees are ruined by cattle! We meant 
to have fenced these trees, but work was driv- 
ing, drouth at hand and somehow the cattle 
and trees came in contact. The resalts is 
‘death to the trees, though it may be fun for 
the cattle,’’ and rather expensive to the owner 
at fifty or seventy-five cents apiece. 

But we took up our quill % tell another way 
to obtain an orchard and save trouble of setting 
out trees. Plant several seeds where it is de- 
signed each tree shall stand; hoe and prune, 
and the second year pull up all but the best 
one. No plant thrives as well transplanted as 
when left where it was originally, other things 
being equal. Our trees often receive several 
transplantings before left where they are to 
diz, or struggle up to applehood. We have 
observed those trees that have not been trans- 
planted, have done the best with rare excep- 
tions. A bearing orchard can be obtained sev- 
eral years quicker by this plan, with healthier, 
better rooted trees. Nature seldom trans- 
plants—never does so designedly—why should 
we when we can avoid it just as well? an

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Japanese Progress. 


In the march to a higher degree of civilize- 
tion, the Mongolian race has been tardy in 
falling into line, but Europe and America must 
now look well to their laurels, or their Asiatic 
brethren will outstrip them. In the useful 
arts, especially in agriculture, manufactures of 
various kinds and in the working of metals, the 
Caucasian race can boast of no greater pro- 
ficiency than that attained to by the Chinese 
and Japanese, but in matters of religion, in 
general intelligence, in national amity and 
commercial intercourse, our antipodes have 
shown a conservatism which it has taken 
years of effort to break through. Since it 
was broken through, development has been 
very rapid and the future improvement of 
the two countries is assured beyond question. 
To America, through our late excellent minister 
Mr. Harris, isdue the credit of breaking thecon- 
seryative shell which from remote antiquity 
has enclosed this peculiar people, and of open- 
ing the national gates of China and Japan to 
the commerce of the world. England had more 
than ‘once attempted it in the same manner in 
which that nation introduced the arts of civiliz- 
tion into India, at the point of the bayonet, but 
each attempt resulted in signal failure. On the 
other hand Mr. Harris, believing that the sur- 
est way of building up an important and val- 
uable commerce between the Japanese and our 
citizens was to secure their confidence by treat- 
ing them honorably and fairly, and taking no 
advantaze of their ignorance ot western cus- 
toms, acted accordingly, and the results fully 
demonstrate the soundness of these views. By 
kindness he stormed the citadels of their hearts 
and the gates of commerce opened of them- 
selves. 

Since 1858, when Mr. Harris succeeded in 
making a treaty with Japan which opened 
most of the principal ports to commerce, 
there has been a great desire on the part 
of the Japanese government to cultivate 
friendly relations with us, and to learn more 
of the workings of our system of government, 
and of the manners and customs and progress 
of our people. To that end, several embassies 
have been sent to us, composed of persons high 
in office, and in two instances persons nearly 
allied to the reigning sovereign. 

Japan, as most of our readers are doubtless 
aware is insular; that is, it is made up of a 
islands which compose the great Archipelego, 
separated from the coast of China by the sea of 
Japan. These islands number nearly a thou- 
sand, and the population nearly fifty millions. 
The climate is mild, the soil rich, and the 
products varied and important. The whole 
country is called by the Japanese ‘‘Niphon,’’ 
from the largest island of the group which 
bears that name, and is about 908 miles long. 

The Government of Japan was formerly a 
dualty. There were two rulers; the one exer- 
cising authority over temporal matters was 
called the Tycoon, while the Mikado had abso- 
lute and supreme control over religious obser- 
vances, the forms of worship being fixed by 
law. Buddhism was the established relig- 
ion, and no other form was tolerated in the 
empire. Catholics and Protestants have al- 
ways been persecuted alike, and the national 
conservatism and exclusiveness have been caus- 
ed rather from a fear of innovation in matters 
of religion than trom any other cause. Perse- 
cution of Christians was not only permitted, 
but ordered, and numerous have been the 
edicts which have been issued by the Mikado 
for the extermination of the hated foreigners. 
But a few years ago the office of Tycoon was 
abrogated, and all the aathority, spiritual and 
temporal, vested in the Mikado. There has 
been a decided improvement since that time, 
and doubtless this paved the way for the edicts 
which have recently been issued. 

The present Mikado is represented as an in- 
telligent ruler, and his recent acts seem to 
avouch for the truth of these representations. 
As was to be expected, he meets with violent 
opposition from the ignorant Buddhist priests. 

The first great step was the repeal of all 
edicts against Christianity, the effect of which 
was to stop all persecutions of Christians. It 
took years and almost centuries in Europe to 
accomplish what appears to have been dune in 
Japan in a day, as it were. 

Formerly the Japanese had great reverence 
for the Mikado. He was more than king or 
emperor; he was their hereditary god. As 
such he was worshipped, though his faithful 
followers were allowed to see no part of him 
but his feet. Recently, this potentate had the 
vanity to sit for his photograph, which greatly 
shocked his worshippers, and weakened their 
faith in his divinity. In their rage and dis- 
gust they sought to assassinate him, but their 
designs were frustrated by the watchfulness of 
his servants. Ten Buddhist priests in the 
guise of pilgrims sought an interview with the 
Mikado, when the guard, suspecting foul play, 
would not permit them to pass. Throwing off 
their disguise, they seized their, until now, con- 
cealed weapons, and undertook to force their 
way into the palace, but five of them were slain 

and the rest made their escape. This shows 
that the progressive views of the king are not 
shared by his subjects, and the enforcement of 
his late edicts, will doubtless be obstinately op- 
posed. The crowning act of the Mikado in the 
way of reform is the abclition of the ‘‘Sinto” 
or State religion, of which the Japanese Em- 
bassy now in Washington has been officially 
notified. This will excite still greater oppo- 
sition from the reactionary classes, who may 
yet succeed in murdering the Mikado. Sucha 
death would only make him a martyr, and for

tan the agricultural convention holden in 
St. Louis last week, a resolution was adopted 
asking Congress to retain six sections of for- 
est lands in each township of the public do- 
main for the purpose of insuring the necessa- 
ry amount of rain-fall. This is a very impor- 
tant movement and we hope the question will 
be taken up and similar resolutions passed by 
every Agricultural Society in this country. 
There has been and still is a great amount of 
skepticism on this subject and farmers are 
very loth te believe that forest trees have any- 
thing todo with the amount of rain-fall, but we 
consider the matter as definitely settled as any 
other meteorological fact, and the sooner the 
owners of the soil are made aware of it the bet- 
ter it will be for them. There has been an in- 
excusable waste and want of foresight in the 
management of our Maine forests, but the mat- 
ter is not past remedy, if applied soon. When 
woods are cut down in places where from its 
rocky nature the soil is not arrable, let the fires 
be kept outand soona new growth will take the 
place of the old. Along the borders of roads, 
and by the sides of streams let the trees grow 
and if they have been removed plant more. 
All old pasture land which is run out, if it 
cannot be ploughed for crops, should be plant- 
ed to forest trees. Asa crop they are as re- 
munerative as anything, and their value in at- 
tracting moisture and inducing rain-fall can 
hardly be estimated.

Tue Treaty Sirvatién. The supplementa- 
ry article to the American case amended by 
the U. S. Senate is not acceptable to the Eng- 
lish cabinet, and it is more than probable that 
arbitration will bea failure.

The immense structure which is approach- 
ing completion, and which will be ready in 
ample season, will seat a hundred thousand 
persons. It will contain every convenience, 
and the mere sight of its audience will be a 
matter of life-long remembrance. Boston has 
reason to be proud, as it doubtless is, of the 
display ef enterprise, perseverance, energy, 
and efficiency shown in the projection, con- 
struction and completion of this immense edi- 
fice in the few weeks allotted to the work.

A list of 
some of the leading attractions is published, 
and the array is something grand and almost 
overwhelming. Twenty thousand voices, two 
thousand instrumentalists, the most powerful 
organ ever constructed, and a corps of one 
hundred and fifty solo vocalists, constituting 
ing the ‘‘Bouquet of Artists,’’ make up some 
of these great features. Europe will be nobly 
represented, both instrumentally and vocally. 
England sends the celebrated Band of the Gren- 
adier Guards, Prussia the Band of the Grena- 
dier Regiment, known as the ‘Kaizer Franz”’ 
and the Emperor William’s Imperial House- 
hold Cornet Quartette; France the Band of the 
Garde Republicaine, and Ireland the lrish Na- 
tional Band of Dublin. Madame Peschka-

The National Airs of all countries will be 
performed by twenty thousand voices, two 
thousand instruments, the great organ, drum 
and trumpet corps, all the bells of Boston, and 
infantry and artillery accompaniment. 

Season tickets, transferable, admitting to all 
the concerts, fifty dollars each, including reserv- 
ed seats, are now ready; and tickets for single 
admission to each entcrtainment, during the 
first week, five dollars, with reserved seats, 
may be had upon application, personally or by 
letter, to A. P. Peck, Music Hall, Boston. 

The sale of season tickets has been very 
brisk during the past few days. Many thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth have been thus dispos- 
ed of. Mr. Peck began on Saturday the 
sale of single tickets for the concerts to be giv- 
en in the course of the first week.

The 
new survey contemplated a road direct from 
King’s Mills, almost in a bee line to the Na- 
tional Military Asylum. This will make the 
distance by the road from Augusta to King’s 
Mills 13 3-4 miles, cutting off five miles of t he 
old plan, and making the grading, bridging, 
&c., much less expensive. Col. Wildes’ survey 
seemed to be favorably regarded. The estima- 
ted cost of the road (3 feet narrow guage) 
rolling stock, depots, &c., does not exceed $18, 
000 per mile. The distance from Augusta to 
Wiscasset is about 26 miles.

He was taken be- 
fore United States Commissioner Hallett, who 
committed him to Suffolk County jail in de- 
fault of $25,000. The officers of the bank 
have always reposed the highest confidence in 
Mr. Wadleigh’s integrity. It is a wonder 
that the matter was kept concealed so long, 
bat Mr. Wadleigh accounts for it by saying 
that whenever a bank examination took place 
he would give the officers the same package of 
bonds to be counted a second time, but on Sat- 
urday Mr. Ripley desired te see all the bonds 
together, and the embezzlement was immedi- 
ately discovered. 

There is a remarkable similarity between 
this case and that of Mr. Rogers, the default- 
ing cashier of the Pejepscot bank of Bruns-

London, May 31. The Grenadier Guards’ 
Band numbering 75, left Liverpool 
on the steamship City of Brooklyn for New 
York. This band to America te take 
part in the Peace Jubilee to be held in Boston. 

The weather throughout England to-day is

“ The Times iednp exaabi that there has nev- 
er been any genuine agreement between Eng- 
land and America touching indirect claims. 
It cannot help thinking that if the official tel- 
egram en the subject had been communicated 
directly to the foreign ministers of either gov- 
ernment instead of being filtered through a 
mediam, the chasm which sepcrated them 
would have been recognized long ago. 

‘‘With the correspondence before us,’’ con- 
cludes the Times, ‘*we must consider the fail- 
ure of arbitretion inevitable. We may thank 
the American Senate for this. Had it accept- 
ed the supplemental article without amend- 
ment, our position would have been awkward.”’ 

Fleury, the absconding cashier of the Limer- 
ick Bank, supposed to have fled to America, 
has surrendered himself to the officers of jus- 

ce. 

: Miss Kellogg sings at Buckingham Palace 
on the 30th. 

London, June 1. The Prince and Princess 
of Wales have arrived from their tour on the 
Sontinent. The anniversary of Queea Victo- 
via’s birthday, which was deferred from the 
“Sth ult., in order to allow the Prince and 
Princess to participate therein, will tuke se 
to-night, when there will be the usual illam- 
inations and festivities. 

London, June 3. In the House of Commons 
to-day Mr. Gladstone apolegized for not bein 
able to make a definite statement with rega 
to negotiations with the United States, as he 
had promised the House. The postponement 
of the day of adjournment by the American 
Senate rendered a full explanation impossible. 

Viscount Bury gave notice that he should 
move an address to the Queen similiar to that 
of Earl Russell in the House of Lords, for the 
withdrawal of Great Britain from the arbitra- 
tion unless the indirect claims are abandoned 
by the United States. : 

“In the course of the evening the Marquis of 
Hertford inquired whether it was true that 
the band of the Grenadier Guards had been 
ordered to the United States to attend the 
Boston Jubilee. 

fhe Lord of Lansdowne replied that such 
orders hid been issued, with the sanction of 
the Queen and the Commander-in-chief. 

The Dake ef Richmond declared that a more 
irregular proceeding had never been sanction- 


Earl Granville defended the act, saying that 
it was proper to show the’ good will of the 
country toward America while the Treaty was 
hanging in the balance. England had emulat- 
ed Russia, Austria, Prussia and other powers 
in similar acts of courtesy. 

London, June 3. Inthe House of Lords 
this evening there wasa full attendance of the 
peers and the galleri2s were crowded. Earl 
Russell moved his long impending address to 
the Queen, praying Her Majesty to cause in- 
structions to be given her representatives to re- 
tire from the board of arbitration at Geneva if 
the claims for indirect damages are not with- 
drawn by the government of the United States. 

An exciting debate followed and the House 
adjourned without taking a vote. 

Spain. 

Madrid, May 30. Ata session of the Cortes 
to-day Admiral ‘Topete, President of the Coun- 
cil, stated that the Mimistry had recognized 
the validity of the convention made by Ser- 
rano with the rebels in Biscay, pardoning 
those who voluntary surrender, and he re- 
suested the opposition not to interpellate the 
government in regard thereto. Upon this an- 
nouncement Zorrila moved a yote of censure 
upon Serrano. It is said that the action of 
Zurrila will cause Serrano to resign his com- 
mand, 

Madrid, May 31. Marshal Serrano has re- 
signed as Generalissimo of the troops operat- 
ing against the Carlists in the Basque pro- 
yinces, and Lieutenant General Echque has 
been appointed his successor. 

Madrid, June 1. Serrano’s leniency to the 
Carlist chiefs has utterly diserganized the reb- 
els, who begin to suspect their leaders of treach- 
ery. 

The excitement over Serrano’s generous 
treatment of the insurgents is very great. 
The stormy scenes in the Cortes have served to 
intensify it. It is probable that the Marshal, 
with other Ministers who have accepted posi- 
tions in the new Cabinet, willresign. Should 
the King insist on making Serrano Premier, 
as is rumored he is disposed to do, grave con- 
sequence are feared. 

Madrid, June 2. Marshal Serrano has ar- 
rived in this city. His examinations of the 
conduct of affairs at the close of the insurrec- 
tion in Navarre and Biscay and of the lenient 
treatment of the rebels are entirely satisfacto- 
ry to the Government. 

The radicals in the Cortes have elected Cor- 
dovia their leader in place of-Zorilla. 

Germany. 

Bremen, Junel. The steamship Rhein sail- 
ed for New York to-day, carrying out Herr 
Johann Strauss and his band, the Emperot 
William’s Cornet Quadrille and the Prission 
Band. All of these go to America to take part 
in Gilmore’s International Peace Jubilee at 
Boston. 

Mexico. 

New York, Junel. Lieut-Col. St. Clair, 
General Trevino’s Chief of Artillery, arrived 
here yesterday from Matamoras. He reports 
the revolutionists enthusiastic in support of 
Trevino, and that many of the States desire to 
see him President instead of Juarez. The 
Colonel speaks in strong terms of the resources 
of the revolutionists, and declares that they 
are likely to gain strength. 

Camargo, June 1. Advices from Monterey, 
May 28, state that the revolutionists have 24 
merchants, wealthy eitizens, working in the 
trenches, because they refused to pay $80,000. 

The revolutionary chiefs Trevino, Cairago, 
Pedro, Martinez, Juan Vara and Guerra are re- 
united there. 

The attack on Zacateeas has been abandoned, 
owing to the approach of the Government 
troops. A courier who arrived to-day reports 
the villages of Neuva Leon are rising in favor 
ef the Government. The revolutionists are 
concentrating. Corella has arrived before 
Monterey, and will attack the revolutionists 
there. ‘The result is doubtful. 





Marne Biste Socrerr. This venerable Se- 
ciety celebrated another anniversary at State 
street Church last evening.

Our receipts during the year on the sale of 
Bibles were $650.99; from contributions and 
other sources, net $324.55; total $975.54. The 
Treasurer remitted to the New York Societ 
re the year $1000. We were indeb 
April lst, $44.78. Our resources are:—Bibles 
on hand in the Depository with Bailey & Noyes, 
$1529.87; cash in the hands of Librarian and 
Treasurer, $1182.71. It has been voted to re- 
mit $1000 (this sum has been remitted since 
the report was written) to the American Bible 
Society‘ leaving usa good supply of Bibles 
paid Or. But funds are much needed by the 
New York Society to supply the demand from 
destitate places and the new settlements.
